PARIS.  Starch  •.— Th*  rrracb  by  a 
•trofiv  «oant«r-*ttaok  today  «ucc««<l«d 
In  drlTlav  tba  a«rinana  from  tho  graat- 
•r  part  of  tho  Corl>oaux  wood,  wbtch 
thay  econpted  reatarday,  and  aeoordlns 
to  tba  ofllclal  alatamont  iMuod  by  tba 
War  OOoa  tonlsht,  tbo  Qamiaiia  bow 
hold  only  tbo  aaatorn  axtromlty  of  tbla 
wood.  Tho  Oormana,  howvver,  have 
raocoupied    tba   llurdaumont   radoubt. 

Douaiimpnt,  to  the  north  of  Verdun, 
la  acaln  balng  heavily  bombarded. 

Tba  text  of  the  eommuntc»tlon  reade 
mm  follow*:

"On  the  rlcht  bank  of  ttin  Meuae  the 
bombardment  again  ^aa  become  violent 
In  the  rcfion  of  Douaumont.  where  the 
Qarmana  attempted  an  unauceeaaful  at- 
taelt  Baat  of  the  fort,  after  an  In- 
flantry  action,  tha  enemy  aueceaded  In 
reoacupylnv  the  Hardaumont  redoubt, 
which  wa  took  poaaeaalon  of  yaaterday. 

"In  tha  Woavra  a  aplrlied  artillery 
nattan  haa  been  maintained.  Our  bat- 
tartea  on  the  Meuae  billy  have  enar- 
iietlcany  eounter-ahelled  the  Oarman 
arUllarr. 

"In  npper  Alsaoe  a  crenade  attack 
enaMed  ua  to  reocoupy  aome  nectlona 
of  tranohea  taken  by  the  Oermana  on 
Vebruary  13   to  the  eaat  of  Heppota. 

"One  of  our  bomblns  aquadrona. 
compoaed  of  alxteon  aeroplanea,  dropped 
114  ahalla  of  all  calibres  on  tha  Mats- 
VaMona  atatlon,  where  there  were  aev- 
aral  tralna.  The  projectllea  atruck  w«lt. 
A  aquadron  of  enemy  a<*r^planea  cava 
ehaae  to  our  maehlnea,  which  returned 
to  tbalr  baae  with  the  exception  of  one. 
Which  waa  obliged  to  make  a  landing 
owing  to  motor  troubia" 

Tha  Belgian  ofllclal  communication 
raada: 

"Minor  artillery  action*  occurred  at 
Mveral  polnta  on  tha  front.  A  violent 
ancagement  with  bomba  took  place  at 
the  Farryatan'a  Houa«." 

Tianuhea  Betaken 

The  text  of  the  afternoon  commnnU 
option  followa:

LONDON.  March  I.— The  blockade  of 
England  by  mines,  reported  as  threat- 
ened by  Oermany.  la  already  In  exUt- 
eneo  along  the  trade  route  to  Holland, 
according    to    naval    circles    here. 

Uerman  subntarlnea  are  reported  to 
have  been  buay  laying  anchored  minea 
between  the  mouth  of  the  Thames  and 
the  Qalloper  lightship.  It  Is  In  this 
neighborhood  that  many  dlaastera  havs 
occurred  during  the  past  month. 

Passenger  ships  until  recently  have 
been  quite  sooceaaful  in  dodging  float- 
ing mInea  by  making  their  voyages  In 
daylight,  but  no  plan  la  known  of  guard- 
ing against  submerged  anchored   minea.

I'Vank,  bold, 
tremendoualy  In  earneat,  chlvalroua  In 
Becking  to  wipe  out  hia  notortoua  con- 
troveray  with  Liord  l-'laher,  Colonel 
Churchill  made  a  very  brave  ahow  In  a 
severely  critical  atmoaphere. 

Mr.  Balfour  was  clearly  apprehensive 
of  the  Churchill  attach,  and  eougtit  In 
a  previous  apeeah  to  prevent  It. 

After  Col.  Churchill  concluded,  Mr. 
Balfour  markedly  showed  resontmnnt. 
fMme  of  Ltord  Fisher's  friends,  who  are 
numorous,  jknik  who  have  been  conduct- 
ing a  powerful  agitation  for  his  re- 
call, evidently  belleva  that  Col. 
Churchill's  advocacy  may  prevent  LmuI 
Fiaher'M   returix 

I'arllament  /reaents  any  Imputation 
agalnat   the    navy   lobby. 

Comment  afterward  condemned  the 
speech  as  Injudicious,  but  tha  country 
at  large  will  probably  give  Churchill's 
words  a  warmer  welcome  than  Parlia- 
ment. 

Qeneral  feeling  atrongly  favors  an  ac- 
tive aggreaaive  campaign  on  land  and 
sea.  the  nation  realizing  that  paaaive 
warfare,  which  everlaatingly  waits  for 
the  enemy  to  attack,  would  be  fatal  to 
the  morale  of  both  the  army  and  tha 
navy.

Mlgkij  Ohargad  Ataioaphara 

LONDON,  March  ». — There  uie  many 
ovidencee  of  a  higlily  charged  political 
atmoaphere  as  a  result  of  Col.  Winston 
Hpencer  Churchill's  sensational  reap- 
pearance In  the  Mouse  of  Commons  on 
Tuesday,  and  the  equally  senaatlonal 
reply  made  by  Mr.  Arthur  J.  Balfour, 
First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty. 

"Is  Col.  Churohlll  preparing  to  return 
to  polltlosT"  Is  the  question  on  many 
lips.  Testerday  he  attended  a  meeting 
of  a  aelf -appointed  committee  of  Lib- 
erals, who  suggested  to  him  that  he 
ought  to  come  back  Into  the  parliament- 
ary forum.  CoL  Churchill  replied,  ac- 
cording to  thoae  preaent,  with  a  apeech 
critlriiing  the  work  of  the  present  Ad- 
miralty, and  s^l5^  he  was  "gravely  con-^ 
siderlng"  what  couraa  tt  waa  his  duty 
to  pursue. 

Col.  Churchill's  Intentions  In  this  re- 
spect are  of  auch  importance  that  tha 
nvorning  newapapers  today  ahow  reluct- 
ance to  haaard  any  gueaaea,  although 
none  of  them  hesitate  to  cenaure  even 
more  harshly  than  yesterday,  t)ie  man- 
ner In  which  he  brought  himself  back 
to  the  llmallght. 

Most  of  the  press  pralaa  Mr.  Bal- 
four's reply  to  Col.  CburehlU,  but  The 
Dallr"  Telegraph  fearn  that  the  First 
Lord  of  the  Admiralty.  In  the  heat  of 
the  moment,  may  bava  aaid  things 
which   he  likely  will  regrat  later.

Mr.  Balfour  Makes  Warm 
Speech  in  Defence  of  Pres- 
ent Admiralty  Board — Re- 
ply to  Colonel  Churchill. 


LATTER  RESPONSIBLE 

FOR  SOME  DELAYS 


Former  First  Lord  Says  He 
Doubts  Whether  Programme 
Is  Properly  Executed — Con- 
troversy Is  Deprecated. 


LO.NDON,  March  8.— Speaking  in  tbe 
House  of  Commons  toduy  on  the  navy 
eatlmatcM,  Mr.  A.  J.  uaifour,  Klrat  Lord 
of  the  Admiralty,  aald  tho  apeech  yt<a- 
terday  of  Colonel  Churchill,  hia  pre- 
dvceaaor.  waa  unfortunate  In  form  and 
sutMitance.  it  wua  calculated,  he  said, 
to  arouat)  doubts  and  nilaglvlngs  aL>out 
the  fleet  and  the  enericy  of  tliu  preaent 
Admiralty  Hoard  In  dealing  with  na- 
tional  neceaalllcs. 

While  deprecating  the  controverxy, 
Mr.  liulfour  de<.'lared:  "1  absululely 
deny  Colonel  Churchill's  charg^a. " 

Mr.  Balfour  denied  that  there  had 
been  any  breuch  of  continuity  between 
the  prfHeiil  Hoard  and  Its  predeceswor. 
Kegardln^  the  ahortage  of  labor,  lie 
aald  the  Government  waa  doing  every- 
thing poaalble  to  alleviate.  If  not  to 
completely    remedy    It. 

Referring  to  Colonel  ChurchlU'e  ex- 
planation that  hia  mind  had  become 
clearer  aince  -be  had  been  In  the 
trenchea.  Mr.  Balfour  aald  the  Colonel 
niuat  ha\e  Inherited  the  qualltlea  of  the 
great  Duke  of  Marlborough,  who  waa 
never  cooler  or  more  collected  than  wh<rn 
In  action.  He  said  Ife  considered  Colonel 
Churvhlll'a  "apology"  to  Lord  Klahrr  aa 
little  short  ot  an  Insult  to  Ulr  Uenry 
Jackaon,  Lord  l''l8her's  successor  as 
First  8oa  Lord. 

Knkoa  Conntar-Oharga 

In  bitter  tunea,  Mr.  Balfour  complain- 
ed that  It  waa  under  tha  CburchUI 
regime  that  skilled  shipwrights  were 
permitted  to  join  tlio  army.  He  declared 
that  delay  In  completing  dreadnoughts 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  Col.  Churchill 
used  guns  and  gun  mountings  designed 
for  capital  ships  to  complete  the  equip- 
ment of  monitors. 

Mr.  Balfour  said  he  «-as  not  pessi- 
mistic regtedlag  tha  alvength  of  tbe 
fleet.  It  was  more  powerful  than  when 
Mr.  Churchill  left  the  Admiralty,  and 
was  being  increaned  In  atrength  con- 
stantly. Homo  monitors  had  been  cou- 
Htructed  MO  hastily,  ho  continued,  that 
even  now  it  was  found  Iniposalble  to 
uMo  them,  tt  being  nocettaary  to  remodel 
Ihcni. 

When  Mr.  Balfour  aald  that  guns  uaed 
on  monitora  had  been  deaigned  for 
capital  ahlpa.  Hlr  Arthur  liaali  Mark- 
ham,  Liberal  Member  for  Nottlngham- 
ahlre.  Interjected: 

'The  monitor  guns  came  from  Amer- 
ica." 

"There  was  more  than  one  lot  of 
guns,"    retorted    Mr.   Balfour. 

Continuing,  the  First  Lord  said  the 
monitors  had  proved  of  the  greatest 
value,  but  that  all  the  monitors  In  the 
world  would  not  add  a  tittle  of  strength 
to  the  Oraiid  Fleet.  Tliey  could  not 
work  with  the  Grand  mctt,  and  were 
not  Intended  to  work  with  It.  Ito  did 
not  assert  that  It  waa  wrong  to  build 
these  vessels,  which  had  done  very  good 
service  In  the  Dardanelles  and  on  the 
coast  6t  Belgium,  and  might  yet  do  good 
service  again;  but  It  waa  not  right  that 
thoae  who  bad  deliberately — and  pcr- 
hapa  rightly — weakened  the  Grand  Fleet 
to  create  thoae  monitors  should  turn 
around  apd  say  "you  are  neglecting  tbe 
Grand  FItot." 

Colonel  Churchill's  nuggeatlon  to  re- 
call Lord  blaher  to  offlce,  Mr.  Balfour 
continued,  bad  been  Uatened  to  with 
profound  atupefacflon.  He  characterised 
the  suggestion  as  a  paradox  of  the  wild- 
est and  moet  extravagant  kind,  and  paid 
a  warm  tribute  to  8lr  Henry  Jackson. 

"If  the  fleets  at  the  command  of  tbla 
country  at  thla  moment  are  not  sulll- 
clent  to  aecure  aafety.  then  In  the  naval 
history  of  Great  Britain  they  never 
have  been,"  waa  one  of  the  parting  shots 
uttered  by  Mr.  Balfour. 


Immediately  Mr.  Balfour  concluded 
hia  apeech.  Colonel  Churchill  aroac.  He 
said  his  disquietude  was  due  to  doubts 
whether  the  deetroycr  and  battleshlm 
programme  waa  being  executed  accord- 
ing to  the  rc\iaed  plans,  and  that  on 
this  point  Mr.  Balfour  had  given  no  aa- 
suranoa. 

Colonel  Churchill  charged  Mr.  Balfour 
with  using  every  parliamentary  device 
of  which  he  waa  maater  to  make  an 
effective  reply.  He  aald  that  the  First 
Lord  had  put  the  charges,  which  he 
(OoL  Chnrohlll)  had  brought,  la  crudely 
exaggeratad  form. 

Colonel  Churahlll  said  that  be  agreed 
that  there  was  no  reason  for  alarm  aa 
to  tha  strength  or  readiness  of  tbe 
navy.  All  he  deaired  to  do  waa  to  sonad 
a  note  of  neceaaary  warning,  and  be  waa 
also  rastrataMd  by  regard  for  tbe  public 
Interest  trwmt  making  It  still  stronger. 

"If  we  OOoM  aaaocUta."  be  aald.  "the 
guiding  power  of  Lor«  Flaher  with  the 
carrying  on  of  Lord  Flaher'e  policy, 
great  public  advantage  w«uM  result."

Now  Near  Battle  Front  Under 
Command  of  General  IVler- 
cer — Mounted  Troops  Get 
Cavalry  Exercise. 


MO.NTIIKAL,  March  8.— "The  Third 
Division  of  the  Canadmn  army,  wlilcb 
has  been  In  training  at  Bramahott 
(Hants.)  and  KhornclltTe  campa,  haa  been 
successfully  tranaported  to  Franca,  un- 
der Brigadier  General  Mercer,"  wrote 
the  correspondent  of  The  Gaaette  in 
London,  under  date-  of  February  21. 
Aa  la  uaual,  certain  battalions  are  kept 
at  the  campa  an  reserve  battaliona,  from 
whlcb  drafta  are  drawn  from  time  to 
time. 

"Aa  If  casting  a  aliadow  of  coming 
events,"  tho  corr-eapondent  aald  In 
anolhfr  letter,  dated  February  iH,  the 
Strathcona  llorae  and  the  I  loyal  Can- 
adian Dragoons  hnvc  lately  left  the  tir- 
ing line  tor  a  apot  un  tho  French  coaat, 
where  they  are  undergoing  a  ap«tll  of 
cavalry  exercise.  The  men  are  looking 
forward  to  the  day  when  they  will  be 
able  to  enter  Into  action  as  mounted 
forces. 

"Private  J.  Campbell,  of  the  Strath- 
cona Horse  from  Winnipeg,  when  seen 
at  tbe  Duchess  of  Connaught's  hospital 
at  Cliveden,  said  he  had  left  the  front 
before  hia  regiment  moved  back,  but.  as 
they  had  spent  more  time  In  the  trenches 
than  any  other  unit,  he  waa  sure  they 
had  earned  a  cbang«  of  quartera  and 
work.  At  onu  time,  be  aald.  they  had  a 
period  of  <1  daya  in  the  trenchea,  al- 
moat  without  interruption.  Pte.  Camp- 
bell waa  suffering  from  a  septic  nnger. 
which  will  probably  be  amputated.  Thla 
waa  c*ontracted  while  llxlug  up  a  barbed 
wire  entanglement. 

"Among  over  a  thousand  patlenta  in 
the  Cliveden  hospital,  there  was  only  be- 
tween thirty  and  forty  Canadians,  most 
of  whom  were  si<k  or  suffering  from 
comparatively   slight   injuries. 

"Pta  J.  Whitlleton.  of  the  2«th  (Vic- 
toria Ririeai  BatUllon.  was  Injured  In 
hia  foot  while  getting  out  of  a  trench. 
He  aald  his  regiment  hsd  been  Uking 
part  la  tbe  trenches,  but  bad  not  taken 
part   so   far   In   any   spacifle   actieo." 


COPENHAGEN    CONFEfiENCE 


COPCNHAOKN.  Maroh  >.— The  con- 
ferenca  of  premiers  and  foreign  min- 
istcvs  of  tbe  Scandinavian  countrtea, 
suggested  by  the  King  of  Sweden,  will 
begin  lU  aenslon  4t  the  royal  palace 
here  tomorrow.  It  Is  not  bellevad  that 
any  definite  prog  ram  nw  haa  been  out-

PARIS.  March  S.— Prisoners  taken  at 
Verdun  estimate  the  loaaes  of  the  bat- 
talions which  took  part  In  Infantry  as- 
saults since  February  2S  at  an  average 
of  two-thlrda  of  their  total  strength. 

"Our  ofllcera  promised  us  that  cannon 
would  clear  tha  way  for  us  so  that  we 
could  occupy  the  French  lines  almost 
without  loss,"  said  one.  "We  believed, 
also,  that  at  each  atage  of  our  advance 
new  artiller)'  preparatlona  would  enable 
aa  t«  continue  without  great  riak.  In- 
•taad,  our  battalion.  un4ar  unha«rd-of 
•  re  from  field  guha  and  ntaahlne  guns 
for  hours  together,  was  cut  to  pieces. 
The  effort  we  made  paaaed  all  meaaure 
of  human  strength.  That  la  why  the 
march  on  Verdun  failed." 

A  Oerman  soldtor  belonging  to  tho 
61th  Infantry  said:  "Our  battalion 
started  from  Ita  position  In  tbe  woods 
on  the  night  of  March  3  with  inatruc- 
tluns  to  occupy  an  earthwork  lo  the 
east  of  Fort  I>ouaumont.  ffuddenly 
someone  called  'Here  come  the  PretMh.' 
The  shock  waa  so  Impetuous  that  It 
overwhelmed  our  lines.  I  fell  Into  a 
crater  made  by  a  shell  and  Uy  there  all 
night  listening  to  the  calls  of  the 
wounded  for  stretcher  bearera  The 
moans  often  ended  In  tha  death   rattle. 

"Th«ra  can  acarcely  be  anything  left 
of  my  company.  It  already  bad  lost 
one-quarter  of  Its  numbers  In  tba 
fighting  from  February  21  to  Pabruary 
24.     This  was  the  finish." 

Another  Oerman,  a  momber  of  the 
24th  Regiment,  said:  "I  was  glad  to 
get  out  of  that  hell.  Our  aplrlts  were 
pretty  low  In  all  tbe  division,  because 
we  felt  that  the  work  of  taking  Verdun 
would  have  to  be  begun  all  over  again."

In  his  opooot)  on  tho  »ddrMM  In  r«ply 
to  tho  Bpooob  from  tho  Throno  ro'ter- 
doy.  In  onlorsinr  npon  tho  Import- 
•oco  of  tiM  lumbor  Industry,  oopoclolly 
In  roopoct  to  talo  own  district,  and 
polnUnf  to  tho  ono  sroot  lock  of  trans- 
portation faclliUes  by  wator,  a  lack 
which  woOld  shortly  bo  obviated  when 
the  Oovernment'a  shlpbulldlnx  ineasuro 
becanio  effective,  Mr.  Manson  doclared 
titat  too  lltUo  was  known  df  the  able 
manner  In  which  tho  oSoctlvo  work  of 
the  forootrjr  branch  was  bolng  carried 
on.  Oroat  credit  waa  duo  to  tho 
Minister  of  Lands  for  tho  splendid 
urKRnlzatlon  of  tho  forestry  depart- 
ment and  for  the  elllclent  manner  In 
which  tho  work  of  guardlnr  and  do- 
▼eloplnr  tho  Immonao  timber  resources 
of  tho  Province  had  been  prosecuted, 
as  a  result  of  which,  and  tha  co-opera- 
tion botwoen  tho  Provincial  and  Ke^leral 
governments,  the  manufacturers  and 
lofcere,  a  (raat  buc-ckiis  has  been 
achieved  and  the  foundations  laid  upon 
which  to  build  a  larse  and  permanent 
bustneas    organisation. 

Mr.  IL  11.  Maogowan,  Vancouver, 
continued  tho  debate,  dealing  chiefly 
with  the  shipbuilding  proposals  and 
urging  the  advlaablllty  of  (iovernment 
•sslstanco  thereto. 

Tho  member  for  Contox  presented 
much  statistical  matter  portulntng  to 
the  lumber  Industry,  preparatory  to 
which,  however,  he  expressed  his  sense 
of  regret  at  the  departure  of  Sir. 
Richard  >lcBrlde.  at  the  same  time 
eulogizing  his  succesitor,  I'remior  Bow- 
ser, than  whom,  today,  there  was  not 
a  better  quaHOod  man  for  the  great 
office  of  leader  of  tho  Oovernment.  lie 
aupplcmeated  the  promise  recently 
made  by  the  Premier  to  the  members 
of  the  Opposition  that  every  facility 
would  be  given  to  them  to  fully  In- 
vestigate every  phase  of  the  admlnlstra- 
tlon.  and  he  hoped  that  their  efforts 
would  prove  to  them  the  utter  falsity 
of  the  many  exaggerated  and  wild 
statemonta  and  charges  which  they 
had  been  wont  to  Indulge  in  In  their 
sltacks  upon  the  Uovernmont.  Of  the 
outcome  of  the  InvcBtlgatlon  the  mem- 
ber for  Cumox  had  not  the  slightest 
doubt.  It  would  fully  and  completely 
vindicate  the  Oovernment. 

Bxtaat  of  laaastry 
Dealing  with  tho  operations  In  tha 
lumber  Industry  last  year  the  member 
for  Comux  statMl  that  the  ilmber  cut 
wan  about  1,152,009,000  board  feel,  of 
which  lug  timber  totalled  about  S83,- 
000.000  feet:  shinglon,  97,000,000  feet; 
tlcM,  75.000,000  feet;  piling,  48,000,000 
feet;  pules,  23.000.000  feet:  fence  posts, 
14,000,000  feet,  and  mining  props,  12,- 
OOO.OOO  feet.  The  cut  exceeded  that  of 
the  previous  year  by  about  3,000,000 
fert,  nnd  the  TaV,u*  w*a  approximately 
|3»,00e,000  compared  with  $28,000,000 
In  1>t4.  Approximately  1 10.000,000 
was  paid  dlicctly  for  labor  In  the  mills 
an4  woods,  a  ilmilar  amount  for  trans* 
portatlon,  and  over  1 4,500,000  was  ex- 
pended  for  supplies. 

Tha  Provincial  aovernment  had 
realised  that  the  people  are  practical 
partners  In  the  great  Industry,  and 
aKcncies  had  been  established  at  various 
I'rairle  points  as  well  as  In  the  Old 
Country.  The  mlHulon  of  the  chief 
forrester,  Mr.  MurMlllah,  to  Kurope 
and  continental  countries  had  b«en  pro- 
ductive of  resultH  and  orders  were  now 
nnding  their  way  through  the  forestry 
d<>partment  to  the  varloun  mills.  In 
thin  way  over  30.000,000  feet  have  been 
Hhlpped  on  veaseln  supplied  by  the 
Admiralty  at  a  time  when  tonnage 
could  not  otherwise  be  necured.  It  had 
been  arranged  that  In  future  British 
Columbia  mills  would  have  opportunity 
to  tender  on  British  Oovernment  ordem 
through  the  Provincial  Government 
Instead  of  thi-ough  American  brokers 
aa  formerly.  Not  only  had  th<?  export 
f.  "dc  been  energetically  pushed,  but 
the  Prairie  trade  was  also  looked  after 
through  a  comprehensive  propaganda 
of  publicity  from  ofllces  at  Heglna  nnd 
Toronto. 

In  the  Comox  dintrlct.  In  which  lum- 
bering was  undoubtedly  the  most  Im- 
porUnt  Industry,  approximately  770,- 
000,000  feet  of  an  eatlmated  value  of 
over  |l<,>00,000  had  boon  cut.  that 
large  amount  of  money  being  dis- 
tributed as  follows:  Labor  directly  em- 
ployed In  woods  and  mills,  40  per 
cent:  transportation  within  Province, 
17  per  cent,  equipment  and  supplies. 
20  per  cent;  taxes,  insurance  and  In- 
tereat  on  capital,  17  per  cant.  This 
output  waf  from  445  camps,  and  In  all 
4.000  men  had  been  employed.  In 
addition  thore  was  the  large  operations 
of  the  pulp  mills  at  Powell  River  and 
on  Howe  Hound,  ufeing  large  quantities 
of  timber  that  could  not  be  utilised  In 
tha  ordinary  lumber  noanufacturtng 
mills.

Tha  valve  of  tba  laad  aiaaalnatlon 
aad  tlaabar  erulalng  doaa  by  tha  dopart- 
mant  waa  aaantloaed.  Tha  roodltlona 
uador  which  the  amaU  oparatora  ara 
working  had  beea  graatly  Improved  In 
eonaaqBaaee  of  the  praetloal  policy  fol- 
lowad  by  the  Mlnlstar  of  Lands  and  hia 
eAeiaat   aabordlaataa. 

Tha  Imperatlva  naeaaalty  of  an  «i- 
larged  market  few  lamber  waa  touehad 
upon,  tha  lack  of  ahlpa  aad  hlghfralgbt 
rates  having  plaead  tha  Britlah  Colam- 
bla  azport  nrflla  at  tbe  osarey  of  foraign 
ablp  owaara  and  brokers.  Higher  rataa 
had  to  ba  paid  on  lumbar  shipped  from 
British  Columbia  porta,  aay  to  Austr^^la, 
than  were  paid  on  exports  from  Puget 
Bound  porta  and.  In  consequence,  Brit- 
ish Columbia  had  been  practically  abut 
off  from  tha  Antlpodaan  market.  To 
such  an  extent  had  the  Britlah  Columbia 
mllla  been  handicapped  that  laat  year 
they  had  shipped  i.OfO.OM  faat  to  Aua- 
tralU  while  200.000.090  foet  wara  ahlpped 
by  Unltad  Matea  eompatltera.  Fy>r 
thaaa  raaaona  exports  had  fallen  In 
It  14  to  SMM.OOO  feet,  but  through  tha 
efforta  of  the  Provincial  Oovernment  In 
aecuring  bualaeas  and  ahlpping  facili- 
ties the  exports  Increaaed  last  year  to 
•1,000,000  feet.  The  Government's  ship- 
building policy  would  not  only  aolvo 
tha  axport  problem  but  would  build  up 
ey«ry  branch  of  trade,  ensuring  employ- 
ment for  mechanica  employed  In  the 
building  of  the  ahlpa.  the  circulation  of 
large  amounta  of  money  In  the  home 
porta  of  tha  vasaela  and  Increaae  trafHc 
on  tha  railways. 

The  good  work  of  the  Fiaherles  De- 
partment under  the  auparvlalon  of  the 
Premier  had  been  productive  of  great 
reaults,  but.  the  member  for  Comox 
suggeatfU,  a  joint  standing  commission 
to  deal  with  mattara  aifacting  tba  in- 
dustry from  the  Provincial  and  Federal 
sundpolnts   would    be  advlaable. 

The  satlafactory  condition  of  the  min- 
ing Industry  consequent  upon  higher 
prices  waa  touched  upon.  The  fant  that 
the  coal  mines  on  Vsncouver  Island  were 
doing  better  today  than  for  some  time 
past  waa  Indicated  by  the  demand  for 
eoka  from  tha  Comox  rolnea  being  graat- 
ly Increaaad. 

AgrlaBltaral  Sarolevaiaat 

The  Oovernment'a  decision  to  appoint 
a  Minister  of  Agriculture  who  would 
devote  his  antlra  time  to  the  fostering 
of  the  agricultural  Industry,  and  the  es- 
tablishment of  public  markets,  were 
cited  by  Mr.  Mai^aon  aa  evidence  of  the 
Oovemment's  approclatlon  of  tha  vast 
Importance  of  the  Industry.  He  quoted 
flgurea  to  ahow  to  what  extent  the  pro- 
ducer and  consumer  are  at  present  far 
apart  In  the  matter  of  prioas,  deducing 
therefrom  the  conclusion  that  present 
marketing  condltlona  In  B.C.  were  un- 
favorable for  the  producer,  that  the  mid- 
dleman Is  benefitting  to  too  great  an 
extent  and  that  much  of  the  difltculty 
would  be  obviated  by  the  establishment 
of  public  marketa.  ' 

In  no  way  would  greater  aastatance 
be  given  to  the  farmer  than  by  tha 
policy  of  the  Oovernment  In  advancing 
money  under  the  terms  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Credits  Act.  Ks((eclally  would 
this  be  tha  oaaa  in  tha  newer  aettle- 
menta.  The  farmera  of  the  Province 
had  done  wonders,  aa  shown  by  the  In- 
crnaalng  value  of  the  annual  produc- 
tion In  the  face  of  declining  Imports, 
this  progress  belitg  due  to  the  excellent 
educational  work  of  the  I>«partment  of 
Agriculture,  Its  efforts  to  encourage 
mixed  farming,  the  appeal  for  "patriot- 
Ism  and  production" — an  appeal  nobly 
responded  to  by  the  farmers — and  the 
results  of  tho  Government's  policy  of 
railway  and  road  construction,  by  which 
larga  areas  of  culUvable  land,  hitherto 
Inaccessible,  had  been  opened  up  for 
settlement.  No  province  In  Canada  waa 
carrying  out  such  a  full,  practical  work 
in  the  Intereata  of  the  farmer,  and  with 
better  marketing  condltlona  and  long 
term  loana  at  a  low  rate  of  interest,  the 
Induatry  would  be  placed  upon  the  moat 
sound  baals. 

In  conclusion  Uie  member  for  Comox 
roundly  scored  tha  member  for  New- 
castle for  the  Insinuation  the  latter  had 
levelled  against  the  men  who  were  en- 
listing for  active  aervlce.  It  waa.  ho 
claimed,  moat  unfair  to  suggest  that 
those  men  had  been  driven  by  economic 
conditions.  On  the  contrary,  the  men 
who  had  gone  to  the  front  or  were  pre- 
paring to  do  so,  had  bean  actuated  by 
only  the  highest  and  noblest  of  motives. 
It  behooved  thoae  who  had  to  remain 
behind  In  every  poaslble  manner  to  ahow 
their  at>pre«laUon  of  the  heroic  aacrt- 
flces  t>eing  made  by  the  men,  and  "do 
our  bit"  at  home. 

Opining  that  "something  recently 
fell"  In  Vancouver  and  Victoria,  Mr.  A. 
H.  B.  Macgowan,  member  for  Vancou- 
ver, expressed  the  hope  that.  In  view 
of  the  charges  laid  agalnat  tha  Govern- 
ment by  the  Oppoaltlon.  tha  Liberal 
merotwra  In  thd  Houaa,  to  whom  he  ex- 
tended congratulatlona.  would  take  foil 
advantage  of  the  offer  of  Premier  Bow- 
ser and  would  aparo  no  effort  to  In- 
veatigate  to  tha  limit  the  record  and 
operations  of  tha  Conaervattve  admin- 
istration. The  latch  string  was  «n  the 
outalde  of  tbe  door  and  the  laveatl- 
gators  would  be  heartily  weleomad. 
How  could  It  be  other^laa  when  the 
party  head  In  Canada  had  ae  forcibly 
shown  his  determination  to  throw  open 
to  Investigation  the  acta  of  hia  Gov- 
ernment? It  was  a  worthy  example  to 
fellow,  and  Premier  Bowser's  offer  to 
the  Oppoaltlon  would,  the  apeaker  hoped, 
be  takaa  fall  advantage  af.  It  waa 
even  to  tha  LIbarala  to  give  aaatatanaa 
in  finding  out  what.  If  aay.  Irraga- 
larltlea  had  tranaplred.  Tha  Caaaerra- 
tlvea   welcomed    the  effort.

The  Oovernment  was  en- 
titled to  great  praiao  for  fliu  Agricul- 
tural Credits  Act  and  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act,  two  measurcM  oT 
first  Importance  In  tliclr  Itcitrlng  i«pt>u 
tho  future  welfare  of  the  Province.

A  diapateh  received  a  day  or  two  age 
from  Ottawa  Intimating  that  rseruiting 
for  battalions  in  ths  ilth  Military  DIs- 
trtot  will  only  bs  allowed  within  the 
congnaa  of  that  diatrlct.  aervaa  to  draw 
attention  to  the  methods  which  have 
been,  and  are  balng,  followed  in  getting 
nen'jPor  tha  overaeaa  forcap  now  author- 
Ued  on  thla  Coaat. 

Soma  aurprlae  haa  bean  expreaaed 
from  time  to  time  at  the  rapid  manner 
\n  which  batuliona  have  been  authorised 
ty  tha  Militia  Department.  Long  before 
the  work  of  recruiting  exiating  batta- 
lions has  been  completed,  others  hsve 
been  authorised.  Not  only  this,  but 
battaliona  for  all  aorts  of  apeclally 
qualified  men  have  been  foraeaated.  If 
they  have  not  bean  actually  authorised.

Moat  dlscttaston  yesterday  centred 
about  the  question  of  public  raarketa. 
Delegatea  from  the  Interior  declared 
that  in  navelstoke  and  other  places 
public  marketa.  where  the  farmers  aold 
their  produce,  had  flourlahed  until  tha 
Chinese  saw  the  profit  in  the  Induatry 
and  took  up  truck  farming,  peddling 
their  produce  from  house  to  bouse  in 
all  the  cities.  This  the  delecates  de* 
olared  killed  the  public  markets,  as  the 
white  farmers  beoauae  of  the  waaea  af 
seven  cents  a  day  and  board  which 
are  paid  to  tha  Chinese.

One  delegate  declared  that  the  farm- 
era  of  Nelaon  had  worae  than  the 
Chlneee  to  compete  with.  He  aald  that 
while  the  Chinese  might  work  far 
seven  cents  a  day  and  their  board,  the 
Doukhobora  were  willing  to  work  for 
nothlns. 

The  habits  of  the  Doukhobora  ware 
alao  queatloned  considerably  whan  the 
Convention  came  to  consider  the  poa- 
stbiiity  of  deallns  effectively  with 
the  aopher  pest.  I>elegatrs  living  near 
Doukhobor  sections  declared  that  be- 
cause of  the  Doukhobor  aversion  to 
taking  life.  It  Is  their  custom  to  trap 
gophdra,  threw  them  into  large  eavea 
and  carry  them  off  their  own  land  to 
dump  them  on  some  neighbor's  pro- 
perty. The  Convention  expressed  tha 
opinion  that  such  actions  did  not  com- 
mend themselves  to  the  farmara  of 
British  ColumhU. 

Home  delegaUs  asksd  for  action  on 
the  part  of  tha  Oovernment  to  foree 
holders  of  large  araaa  af  unimproved 
land  to  exterminate  the  gophers  on  their 
property.  Thry  said  that  although  the 
farmers  might  kill  all  the  vermin  oa 
their  own  land,  other  vermin  poured 
over  the  boundsriee  from  the  wild  land 
as  aeon  as  the  work  of  extermination 
vaa  completed.  tJnder  these  coadltloaa 
they  said  there  waa  ito  ebjeet  la  the 
farmers  uylng  to  rid  themselves  of  the 
pests.  It  was  declared  that  the  Oovern- 
ment was  also  guilty  in  lettins  thou- 
sands of  gophera  lafeat  their  wUd  land 
end   the   readwaya. 

One  farmer  aald  that  it  coat  him  |St 
last  year  for  ammunition  used  In  klU- 
Inc  sophers  la  bla  ftelda  Others  said 
that  cendlUons  were  very  se;rlo«a  In 
some  parte,  as  (he  (ophers  JaMST  SB 
the  roadwaya.  railway  tracks,  grave- 
yards and  vacant  lands,  maltfag  oeail- 
tlons  uabearable  for  the  farmer.  It  Aaa 
asserted  that  gephere  were  doing  Ave 
timea  aa  much  daaMga  ta  the  Carmara 
as  naxlouB  weeds. 

A  committee  waa  finally  appotated  ta 
go  into  the  whole  aopher  queatlOB.  to 
devlae  the  best  OMans  of  dealing  with 
the  peata,  and  ta  aaa  wbather  the  a*v- 
emmaat  will  oaatrtbute  part  ef  the  ea* 
penae.  teMe  objeetiaa  waa  tahMi  te 
the  p«»poaal  ta  pay  boya  baantlaa  far 
gophers'  aula,  oa  the  gvaaad  that  la 
Alberu.  where  ttia  plaa  had  beea  tried. 
the  boya  had  eaught  tha  gophera.  cUp- 
ped  Ueir  talla  aad  taraad  them  laaae 
again.

Mr.  Cuthbert  epid:  "The  adver- 
tlaing of  the  old  Touriet  Aaeoclatlon 
re-created  Victoria,  and  the  thouaanda 
of  reoidenta  we  have  from  the  Prairie 
Provlncea  aro  due  to  the  campaign  of 
the  old  aaaociatlon.  The  reaulta  ob- 
Ulned then  can  be  obtained  again." 

One  of  the  moat  pleaalng  featurea  In 
connection  Vlth  laat  ym^u  work  waa 
the  apontaneoua  support  received  from 
the  Roury  Club.  It  waa  tbe  flret  time 
In  the  hlatory  of  the  city  In  which  one 
organlaatlon  had  gone  out  of  Ita  way 
to  publicly  acknowledge  the  work  done 
by  another  organiaatioa,  and  to  aaalat 
aubatantlally  In  that  work  by  pbuinlng 
auoacriptlona  to  Ita  memberahlp. 

In  ooaolualon,  Mr.  CMthbert  /  aald: 
'We  can  honeatly  aay  that  no  eifort  haa 
been  epared  to  occompUah  what  we 
exlet  for.  No  money  haa  Iteen  waated; 
no  expenditure  haa  been  Incurred  with- 
out being  authortaed;  and  wo  thorough- 
ly  believe  that  we  have  merited  the 
Bupport  and  confldenco  of  not  only  tha 
City  Council,  but  of  tha  eitioena  of  Vic- 
toria." 

In  Inviting  atacuaaion  of  the  report. 
Mr.  Beokwith  aald  that  thla  waa  an  age 
In  which  eyry  city  and  trwy  town 
waa  doing  the  ehoutlng  for  themaelvea. 
If  Victoria  did  not  rlae  to  tha  oocaalon. 
It  would  be  the  loaer. 

Mr.  W.  Liuney  precipitated  tha  argu- 
ment by  auting  that  the  9t,t2l  apent 
by  tho  aaaociatlon  laat  year  waa  alto- 
gether unreaoonable  In  view  of  tha 
preaent-atate  of  the  olty'a  Ux  rata.  It 
waa  at  leaat  twlc^  too  much. 

Mr  Jamea  Hunter,  prealdent  of  the 
Rotary  Club,  wlahed  to  endoroo  the  re- 
marke  of  Mr.  Beokwith.  If  a  bualnaaa 
waa  to  aucceed  It  muat  advertiae  or 
otherwiao  exclU  intereat  in  Ita  bual- 
naaa. If  auch  a  buaineaa  dlapenaed 
with  ita  agenta  it  loot  ita  connection. 
If  auch  a  procedure  waa  Important  t« 
a  bualnaaa  It  waa  manifeatly  good  for 
a  city.  He  would  like  to  aoo  ^n  even 
greater  fund  placed  at  the  dlepoaal 
of  the  aaaociatlon  to  carry  on  that  Im- 
portant   work. 

•••'•  ■•  ■•  Andn^a,  who  waa  twenty 
yaara  a  banker  In  Regbia.  thought  that 
tho  real  tronblo  with  ^  the  aaaociatlon 
waa  that  It  had  not  enough  to  apend. 
The  operating  exiMnae  waa  at  preaent 
out  Of  all  proportion,  but  thin  waa  not 
the  fault  of  the  aaaoclaUon,  it  could 
admlnlater  a  much  greater  appropria- 
tion with  very  allghtly  added  operating 
expenee.  Victoria  waa  particularly 
adapted  to  tourtat  trade  and  depended 
to  a  vary  large  extent  aa  that  aort  of 
bnaloaaa  Rather  than  ooraplaln  that 
tho  hotala  were  the  only  onea  who 
proOted  by  teurlet  travel,  he  thought  It 
waa  important  that  the  city  ahpuld 
greatly  Inereaae  that  buaineaa  mt  that  It 
ooold  then  go  to  the  hotela  and  aak 
their  aMiataace  in  the  campaign  on  the 
haaia  off  the  Increaaed  bualaaaa.

Sir  Robert  Borden  Makes 
Effective  Reply  to  Sir  Wil- 
frid Laurier's  Attack  on 
Shell  Committee. 


OTTAWA.  aUrch  «.— la  r«plrln«  to 
0lr  Wilfrid  lAurtor  on  iho  war  oon- 
irmcto  guvotlon.  tlr  Robort  Bordon  sold 
that  the  I«a0«r  of  tb«  Opposition  had 
admliteU  that  th«  Rmplro  U  ongasod 
to  tho  sreataot  eonAtut  with  whieh  It 
w«a  oT«r  eoafrontod.  In  tho  teo*  of 
thio  altuatton,  huwovar.  ho  waa  aaklac 
for  an  Inqulrr  iBto  tlM  oporationa  of 
the  aboil  commltto«.  baalnr  bla  damand 
upon  acrapo  of  newapapara.  In  day* 
gona  by  tho  leader  of  tho  Oppoaltlon 
hud  given  aomo  advice  to  roambora  of 
tho  TIouM  who  propoaed  to  make 
vharces  agalnat  the  Ooverament.  But 
hia  conduct  In  thla  caao  bad  not  boon 
guided  by  that  advlco.  It  waa  ono 
tiling  fur  a  newspaper  to  make  oboor- 
vatluna,  but  another  for  a  man  holding 
Tfio  reapoiialble  pualllon  of  loader  of 
the  Uppoaltlon  to  adopt  them.  8lr 
Hubert  said  that  ho  expected  before 
he  sat  down  to  contradict  every  alloga- 
tlun  made  In  regard  to  tho  shell  com- 
mlltee  out  of  the  mouths  of  men  who 
knew  more  about  the  matter  than  tho 
leader  of  the  Oppoaltlon.  81r  Wilfrid 
Ijaurler,  he  said,  ahould  have  aomo 
consideration  for  what  la  duo  from 
public  men.  I'remler  Aaaulth  had  re- 
cently made  some  observations  In  re- 
gard to  chargea  b^aed  upon  atatements 
appearing  In  tke  press.  Ho  had  told  a 
member  of  tho  British  Houao  not  ao 
prominent  as  the  leader  of  the  Opposi- 
tion that  he  could  not  agree  with  bim 
In  believing  that  sUtementa  which  had 
t*eon  made  In  the  newapapera  In  re- 
gard to  the  Oovernment's  aviation 
plana  were  sufflcicnt  warrant  for  an  In- 
veatigation  in  the  House.

The  laader  of  tho  Opposition,  said 
Blr  Robert,  has  declared'  that  the  shell 
committee  had  failed  to  measure  up  to 
the  task  of  organising  Canadian  indua- 
triea  for  tho  manufacture  of  munitions, 
that  Ita  work  was  a  dlagraoe  to  the 
people  of  Canada  and  that  It  had  given 
no  satisfaction  from  llrst  to  last.  All 
these  assertions  had  ben  baaed  upon 
newspaper  ellpplnga. 

Sir  Robert  then  raad  to  tho  House  a 
iongtby  statement,  whioh  ho  said  be 
had  reoelved  from  ono  of  the  moot 
prominent  meohalncal  engineers  In  the 
country,  dnacrlbing  what  had  been  ac- 
complished oy  the  shell  committee. 

The  engineer  found  the  munitions  In- 
dustry la  a  highly  developed  condition, 
one  of  the  factorloo  having  between 
foiir  and  five  thousand  men. 

All  the  prices  paid  for  shells  made 
In  Canada  were  either  Sxed  or  approved 
by  tho  British  authorltlea  from  first  to 
last.  Out  of  orders  toUllIng  tl&O.OOO.- 
000,  there  had  boon  a  saving  of  tIB,- 
000,000  under  tho  prtoeo  which  had  boon 
approvei  by  tho  War  OfBoe  Thla  stato- 
ment.  a^ld  Sir  Robert,  was  made  by 
Mr,  D,  A.  Thomas,  now  Lord  Rhondda. 
when  ho  waa  here  reprosonting  the 
Minister  of  Munltlonk.  The  Prtmo  Min- 
ister added  that  out  of  fSOO.OOO.MO 
worth  of  orders,  |tfB*.000,000  represent- 
ed labor  and  materlala  which  want  In- 
to the  ahella,  and  this  amount  would  bo 
added  to  tho  wealth  bf  the  country  at 
n  Mmo  when  It  was  most  needed.  The 
orders  received  to  date,  he  aald,  to- 
talled |S»0,00'<,MO,  There  were  4SS 
factories  engaged,  and  they  employed 
1S«,000   men. 

Tho  Premier  believed  that  the  mom- 
bers  of  the  ahell  oommlttoe  dlachargod 
their  duties  to  the  best  of  their  ability, 
and  he  could  ahow  that  the  Brltlah 
Government  thought  that  they  did  It 
well.  No  one  pretaaded  that  they 
made  no  mistakes,  but.  addod  Blr  Rob- 
ert, he  could  not  select  six  men  in  this 
House  who  would  have  made  fewer 
mlatakoa  in  such  gigantic  oporationa. 
As  few  mistakes  wero  made  by  the 
ahell  oommlttoe  ra  In  any  part  of  the 
Umpire  in  the  organisation  of  oommar- 
clal  Industries.  Before  he  left  for  ling- 
land  at  the  end  of  last  June.  Sir  Robert 
aald,    he    !\nd    tho    Minister   of    Mllltla 
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dlacMssad  tha  rocoastltutlon  of  tha 
akoU  ooaiBltloa.  On  returning  to  Ot- 
Uwa  ha  taek  tho  amttsr  up  with  tha 
CaMaot.  and  It  waa  agreed  that  it 
ahould  ho  doaa  ia  vlow  of  tho  very 
largo  oporationa  that  wore  being  car- 
ried on. 

Mr.  ThMnaa  came  bore  last  year  aa 
tho  ropraooatatlvo  of  the  Jlinlster  of 
Munitions,  ^ad  ho  thoroughly  examined 
the  rocorda  of  tho  shell  committee. 
Thoro  wore  many  rumors  In  the  press 
of  which  Mr.  Thomas  no  doubt  became 
aware,  aad  ho  biraaelf  (Sir  Robert) 
alao  told  hUa  of  many  that  he  learned 
of.  Aftorwarda.  on  account  of  the 
violoat  laagaage  which  was  used  In  re- 
gard to  tho  shell  committee,  said  the 
Proaiior.  ho  askad  Mr.  Thomas  If  be 
had  any  auopleloa  that  members  of  tho 
ahell  committee  had  not  acted  to  the 
hoot  of  their  ability  or  in  good  faith. 

Mr.  Thomas  replied  that  he  believed 
the  committee  bad  made  mliitakcs.  but 
as  to  their  honesty  and  Integrity  there 
waa  aot  tho  slightest  doubt.  He  bo- 
lloved  them  thoroughly  boneitt  and  up- 
right men.  Sir  Robert  added  that  on 
November  1  last.  Mr.  Thomas  gave  an 
Interview  In  which  he  aald  Canada  was 
doing  nne.  This,  Sir  Rot>ert  aald,  was 
In  striking  contrast  to  Sir  Wilfrid 
Laurlev's  aasertlon  that  Canada  was 
doing  disgracefully  and  had  done  dla- 
graoofully. 

On  January  14  Mr.  Flavelle  wrute  to 
Sir  Robert  that  of  the  ISOu.UOO.OOO 
worth  of  orders  placed  In  Canada.  $100,- 
•O^.OOO  already  had  been  ex|iorted.  This. 
aald  Blr  Robert,  waa  a  great  contrast 
with  tho  aaporalon  cast  by  Sir  Wilfrid 
LaurlAr  on  the  manufacturera  The 
Premier  said  he  had  the  word  of  a  gen- 
tleman of  high  standing,  who  bud  just 
returned  from  England,  that  Mr. 
Lloyd  Oeorge  had  told  him  that  the 
shells  made  In  Canada  were  In  delivery 
aecond  to  none.  In  prlge  as  low  as  any. 
and  in  quality  aa  good  as  any  male  In 
Oreat  BrlUln.  Regarding  Mr.  Thomas' 
refaronco  to  tho  wide  distribution  of 
the  orders,  Sir  Robert  said  he  spokr  to 
him  about  this,  and  said  that  while  a 
aort  of  trust  might  have  been  formed, 
shutting  out  all  the  smaller  concerns 
and  giving  the  worT-  to  three  or  four 
of  tho  largest  In  the  country,  ho 
thought  It  would  have  been  a  mistake 
to  do  tMs.  Commualttes  In  all  parts 
of  tho  oountry  were  seriously  aftcoted 
by  tho  war.  and  thousands  of  men  were 
thrown  out  of  work.  Those  communi- 
ties were  alao  aendlngr  large  numbers 
of  men  to  the  front,  and  It  would  have 
boon  a  mistake  all  round  to  ignore 
them  In  the  diatributlon  of  tha  work 
of  manufacturing  munitions.

Blr  Robert  read  a  letter  which  ho 
had  received  from  Mr.  HIchens,  It 
stated  that  the  shell  committee  had  had 
remarkable  aucceaa  In  dealing  with  a 
diacult  uak.  The  Premier  here  ob- 
served that  It  waa  remarkable  that  the 
work  of  the  shell  committee  was  so 
satlafactory  to  Mr.  Thomas  and  Mr. 
Hlohena.  who  had  made  a  thorough  ex- 
amination of  Its  work,  and  so  unsatis- 
factory to  the  loader  of  the  Opposition. 
Who  did  not  know  one  hundredth  part 
of  what  thoy  know,  alnce  he  depended 
on  newspaper  rumors. 

Sir  Robert  said  that  in  December  ho 
had  written  to  Mr,  Lionel  HIchens  as 
to  comparative  prices  for  machining 
and  forging  in  Canada,  the  United 
Btatoa.  and*  Great  Brttaln.  He  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Right  Hon.  DoTld  Lloyd- 
Oeorge.  Mr.  HIchens,  In  his  letter  re- 
ferring them  to  the  Minister  of  Muni- 
tions, stated  that  he  hoped  there  would 
not  be  an  Inquiry  Into  the  shell  com- 
mittee, as  It  would  hamper  the  work 
Of  the  new  eommlaolon.  Any  Inquiry 
ahould  be  made  by  the  British  Uovem- 
ment.  As  a  result  he  applied  to  the 
Minister  of  Munltlona  for  thiM  Informa- 
tion, and  had  received  a  letter  from  th<i 
secretary  of  the  munillonii  board.  Sir 
Hubert  Llewellyn  Smith.  He  aald  It 
waa  the  rule  not  to  give  out  details  of 
oontracta.  but  tho  Premier  waa  free  to 
make  what  extracts  he  desired.  With- 
out givlag  exaet  figures.  Blr  Robert 
aald  ho  would  like  to  make  some  ex- 
traeta  with   comparisons. 

Mr.  Fugsley  aald  °that  under  the 
rulea  of  the  House,  the  document  would 
have  to  be  tabled  If  It  wore  quoted 
from  by  the  Prfme  Minister. 


Sir  Robert  said  that  he  would  not 
quote  from  it,  but  would  giro  tho 
House  a  general  idea  aa  to  Ita  cbatenU.

Both  in  Great  Britain  and  Canada  the 
principle  had  been  recognised  that  bet- 
tor prteea  ahould  bo  given  to  manufac- 
turora  without  prerious  experience  In 
shell  making.  Blr  Robert  said  he  could 
atate  that  for  tho  4.*yhella  the  highest 
price  paid  In  Caaada\waa  17  per  cent 
lawor  than  the  hlgheot  price  paid  In 
Oroat  Britain  and  U  per  cent  lower 
than  the  bighost  price  paid  In  tho 
United  Statea.  V)ar  the  stx-lnch  ahell. 
tha  hlgheot  price  paid  In  Caaada  waa  IC 
por  ooat  lower  than  the  hlgheot  prleo 
paid  la  tho  Unllod  SUtea. 

Taratng  to  tho  loweet  prices  paid, 
tho  ProoBler  said  that  for  the  4  t  ahella. 
tho  lowaat  pHoe  paid  was  seven  poe 
ooat  lower  than  tho  bottom  price  In 
Orsat  Brltafai.  but  two  per  eoat  higher 
thaa  tha  lawoat  price  paid  In  the 
Ualtod  BUtoa.

Tho  facu  are  as  followa:  Oa  satum- 
Ing  to  my  beadquartera  at  No.  (  Ward, 
about  1I:S«.  I  waa  Informed  by  my  as- 
stataat.  Mr.  MeVlttla.  that  there  had 
boaa  eamplalata  about  drinking  at  a 
Plaao  atyling  Itaelf  "Boldiers'  Head- 
quartera"  I  aakod  him  to  go  at  onre 
and  investigate,  aad  If  the  reports  were 
correct,  to  telephone  the  city  police  jLtfl 
ask  U>am  to  take  action.  Thla  he  did. 
telling  me  on  bis  return  *  that  police 
headquarters  aald  they  bad  no  one  to 
send  at  the  momoat.  but  that  they 
would  Invootlgate  aa  soon  as  there  was 
a  man  available. 

About  half  an  hour  afurwarda,  at 
my  request.  Mr.  McVlttle  paid  another 
visit  to  the  plaee.  and  aa  nothing  ooemod 
U,  have  been  done.  I  decided  to  go  to 
tbe  police  beadquartera  myself.  As  1 
bad  many  thlnga  to  attend  to,  I  asked 
the  principal  Liberal  acrutineer  at  Ward 
i  If  he  cOuld  get  me  a  car.

He  said 
that  the  nickel  Industry  In  t^anada  waa 
controlled  by  Germany.  I  know  some 
officers  of  the  nickel  corporation,  and 
I  know  that  there  Is  not  a  human  Iw- 
Ing  In  Germany  who  has  any  control, 
or  who  has  anything  to  do  with  tho 
Canadian  nickel  Intereats.  I  think  t^e 
ministers  know  that  as  well  as^I  do,  t 
liave  been  told  by  the  officers  of  the 
nickel  company  that  they  would  be  per- 
fectly willing  to  have  any  Investigation 
that  might  be  thought  desirable  to  clear 
••iray  any  doubts  aa  to  German  con- 
trol."
